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INTRODUCTION 


This Debate Index is supplementary to the Debate Index 
compiled by Edith M. Phelps, Reference Shelf Vol. 14, 
no. 9, first issued May 1932, revised edition published June 
1939. That index was an outcome of materials first in- 
cluded in the Debaters' Mamtal (6th edition revised 1929). 
The edition of 1939 incorporated all worth-while materials 
previously indexed, plus those presented in a supplement 
published in 1935 and those appearing subsequently down 
to May 1939. The present supplementary index brings this 
listing of materials down to the present time. 

The plan of the Debate Index has been to present a 
subject list of help for debaters and students of public 
questions, particularly of a controversial nature; more spe- 
cifically, debates, briefs and summaries of arguments, bibli- 
ographies, and collections of speeches and articles on a 
single subject, especially when pro and con. The subject 
headings used are those of the Readers 3 Guide to Periodical 
Literature. Since the last index was issued new subjects 
have come up, in line with changing public developments, 
national and international. These have been included so far 
as possible, and earlier subjects have been reinforced with 
more recent material where available. 

Materials have been drawn from many sources, text- 
books and annuals of debate, indexes to periodicals, pam- 
phlets and books ; including, among others, the Readers' 
Guide to Periodical Literature , the International Index, 
Vertical File Service , the Cumulative Book Index, Public 
Affairs Information Service, and the Bibliographic Index. 
Limitations of space have made a selective plan essential ; 
the endeavor has been made, however, to include as far as 
possible the more pertinent .an d desirab le material.
